In addition, we are making the full log files of the Library of Congress 
available for your inspection as they relate to the attack on the Copyright Office, 
Relevant excerpts have been provided to you previously but we are making the full 
logs available. Please let us know if you have any questions about this. 

Also, please be advised that after additional checks> we are supplementing 
the information we provided in our letter dated April 1, 2014, Three San Francisco 
FBI agents were in Anonymous IRC chat channels during the indicted conspiracy 
period. Special Agent Adam Reynolds, using the monikers; '*angryhippo" and "exit", 
monitored communications in Anonymous IRC channels but did not post messages. 
Special Agent Scott Hellman, using the moniker: "carhton.dee", monitored IRC 
channels related to a DDoS attack against the city of Santa Cruz, California, but 
did not post messages. Special Agent Mark Hammell, using the moniker, "albahith", 
engaged several individuals in Anonymous IRC chat channels and private messages 
including Christopher Cooper who used the moniker, "anthrophobic", as described 
in the search warrant affidavit (paragraph 32) for the search of Christopher 
Cooper's home (See discovery at NDCA00465). Please refer to the included UC 
Chats,xlsx file reflecting the private chats by Agent Hammell Christopher Cooper 
is among the individuals who are charged in the San Francisco indictment. The IRC 
chat logs associated with Agent HammelFs contacts will be sent to you under a 
separate cover shortly. Please note that these chats may be duphcative of what has 
already been produced and/or made available to you. If you have an immediate need 
to see these logs, call us and they will be made available to you. 

As always, all discovery materials are provided for trial preparation and use 
at trial only. None of the materials may be disclosed or displayed to any person for 
any other purpose. Given the nature of this particular case, we are electing to
